Monday evening in the Stanislaus riv»r 
prove to be those of Jobn H. Donovan, 
who had been missed from Bttrneyvilla 
since the night of April 30th and of 
whom no trace whatever conld be found. 
He was last seen near the saloon kept 
by Dr. T. W. Johns, in Stockton. 
He 


went there with a man named Don Carl- 
ton from Oakdalo and wai on his way 
to Modesto. They had broken their 
buggy about a mil" and n half above 
Dr. Johns* place, and not getting an- 
other conveyance Carltou rode ou horse- 
back to Oakdale. Donovan then left in 
the direction of the river. Foul play is 
suspected. Tho deceased killed an old 
man in Jimtowu years ago, after which 
he went to Montana, where a second 
man fell a victim to him. He then went 
to Nevada, where he killed a third man 
and got sentenced for life to the State 
Prison at Carson. 
Being pardoned out, 


IIP came to California, with the reputa- 
tion of being a "bad manfrdm Cnrsou." 
Deceased wus 39 years and was born in 
Pensacola, Florida. 
He was a brother- 


in-law of Judge A. B. Preston o' James- 
town, and at the time he met his death 
was on the way to visit his mother at 
Modesto. The Coroner's jury fonad 
that "the deceased came to his death 
from causes to them unknown." — S. F. 
Examiner. 


Tho people of Eeno will remember 


both Donovan and Carlton, who resided 
here a short time last AYioter and Spring. 
Donovan had just been pardoned out 
from the State Prison where he had been 
sentenced for lift) for the murder of Char- 
ley MoWiljiams of Cherry Creek. Prior 
to that he had had n narrow escape from 
imprisonment for complicity in the mur- 
der of a restnarant keeper in Pioche. 
Dan Carltoa was also pretty well known 
about here, and came to this place after 
beiiig released ut the expiration of a five 
years sentence iu Ssn Quentin.
